President Glenn Frank of the uni 


versity, announced the project las! 
May as expected to have "far-reach- 
ing financial significance for tax- 
payers and at the same time accorc 
greater educational freedom to stu- 
dents." 


"Students will be as free to enter 


the university as before," he an 
nounced, "but they will be placed 
more carefully than before in class- 
es where their particular stage of 
development and abilities indicate 
they belong. 


The 
curriculum revision came 


about after 
a faculty committee 


headed by Dr. Carl Russell Fish, 
professor of history, had studied the 
subject nearly a year. It was passed 
by the faculty late in May, and re- 
ceived approval of the 
university 


board of regents on June 21. 


Entrance requirements are so flex- 


ible that nearly one-half of the fresh- 
man students will be able to proceed 
with advanced work through place- 
ment and attainment'' tests. These 
tests are being given during the or- 
ientation period, now being held at 
the university.

NEW FINANCIAL MENACE 


A news dispatch from San Francisco 


the other day announced the merger 
"in the near future" of the Bank of 
Italy and the Bank of America of 
California. The new institution is to 
be known as the Bank of America Na- 
tional Trust and Savings association. 
The banks in the merger operate at 
present 453 branches in 263 cities. The 
Tranamerica Corporation which con- 
trols the Bank of Italy and is known 
as "Giannini's Development," has 35 
houses in New York and Brooklyn and 
owns 50 per cent of the stock of the 
American association with its affiliate, 
the Bancamerica-Blair Corporation and 
all of the securities affiliate of the 
whole combination. Thus the Gian- 
nini development extends from the 
Golden Gate to New York and now in- 
to the Central West to Chicago and 
possibly to Minneapolis. 


Giannini's dream is universal branch 


banking with the power to establish 
branches in as large an area as possi- 
ble. With legal authority to carry 
forward this development and with 
unlimited power soon or already ac- 
quired by this gigantic combination, 
any bank in any city which it desires 
to assimilate would be at its mercy. 
It represents the most ruthless form 
of financial monopoly conceivable. 
Many of; the great banking institutions 
of the country and many of the im- 
portant bankers in the large and me- 
dium size cities are obsessed with the 
idea of bank consolidations", either 
through the agency of branch banking 
or so-called chain banking. They liave 
already instituted a program of pro- 
paganda to "educate" the people to the 
advantages of this system. It is so 
typical of consolidations and mergers 
that are taking place in all other fields 
that its significance and true character 
are apt to escape the public under- 
standing. 


The whole project is a menace to the - 


financial, commercial and economic 
independence of every community and 
city in the country. It is a challenge to 
the financial freedom of the entire na- 
tion. "It is one of the important ques- 
tions of the day to the legislators of 
every state and to the congress of the 
United States. Unless the people are 
prepared to surrender themselves to a 
banking and financial monopoly, the 
completeness and arrogance of which 
has never been witnessed in any coun- 
try in the world, it is time to organize 
to fight this eventuality. 


THE "LAME DUCKS" WILL 


RETURN 


This is about as good a time as any 


to point out that the "lame duck" evil 
is still with us. 


A great many congressmen and sen- 


ators have already been balked by the 
voters in their desire to return to 
Washington. Many more .will fall by 
the wayside in November. Yet all of 
these defeated lawmakers will con- 
vene in December, impowered to con- 
tinue at the work of legislation for 13 
months after they have been voted out 
of office.

UNIFICATION OF ITALY 
f 


On September 20, 1870, the unification of Italy 


was affected when the forces of the king entered 
and captured .Home, last of the Papafterritories. 


That territory had been protected by Prance. 


Napoleon m. from motives of. policy, refused to 
allow the Italians to annex the Paual states 
which they wanted in order to establish their 
government in, the Eternal City. A group of 
Italian .patriots under Garibaldi made a bid to 
capture the sought-after territory but were de- 
feated by the French at Mentana. This event 
destroyed the good feeling which had prevailed 
between France and Italy since 1859. 


At last; in 1870, due to the outbreak of the 


Franco-Prussian War, Nauoleon was forced to 
withdarw his forces, a move of which the Ital- 
ians were soon to take advantage. The King of 
Italy at this juncture, tried to induce the Pope 
to abdicate his rule of tie Panal states and take 
a dignified and independent position in the Ital- 
ian government. 


This he refused to do. Althouffh he feinted a 


resistance, the royal troops, entered Rome and 
soon hoisted the Tricolor on the Dalace of the 
capitol. It was not until the 2nd of June 1871, 
however, that the king made his triumphal entry 
into the capital of Italy.

A BYSTANDER IN

Washington — It's a tremendous 


job that confronts Uncle Sam at the 
close of each, congress in letting the 
people of the nation know just what 
has been done in the way of new 
laws. 


More and more bills are 
being 


passed each year. In the 70th con- 
gress it required 467 pages alone to 
index new 
legislation. 
And some 


2,991 
large pages were necessary to 


print the text of the new laws/ 


The task of compiling and index- 


ing the statutes at large passed -by 
congress rests on the shoulders of 
the historical adviser of the state 
department — Tyler Dennett, one? 
time editor, lecturer-in history and 
author. 


The legal section of Dennett's of- 


fice does the actual work. The his- 
torical advice also has the respon- 
sibility of- seeing that the original 
law — bearing the signitures of the 
speaker of the house, the president 
of the senate and the President of 
the United States-ris carefully pre- 
served. 


COMPLICATED 


- These original pieces of legisla- 
tion, printed on parchment paper 
of 100 per cent rag, are sent to the 
state department immediately after 
the President affixes his "'signature. 


The editor of the laws of congress 


in thea legal section of the historic 
adviser's office first gets four copies 
of each law from the government 
printing office. 


Each of these copies Is certified 


as a. true copy of the original. Then 
one is sent to the budget bureau, 
another to the treasury, the third 
to the general accounting office and 
the last-to-the public printer. 


The public printer sends a proof 


of his -certified copy back to the 
state departmentw here It is read 
against tha signed original. The cor- 
rected- proof then is sent back to 
the public printer -who makes Indi- 
vidual copies for general distribu- 
tion.

their marph was eastward from the 
spot where they camo down, ,83 north 
latitude, 30 east longitude, less than 
GOO miles from the North pole. 


The doomed men struggled on day 


after day, crossing Ice crevasses, and 
traversing by means of a small can- 
vass boat deep pools of fresh water 
which they found on the Ice between 
them and their goal. 
Each of the 


three men had their experience with 
falling into these pools/but all kept 
up their spirits, laughing and- joking 
in the face of adversity. Frankel and 
Strindberg developed diarrhoea, and 
both suffered from bruised feet. 


The irony of that long march did 


not at first appear, but on Aug. 4 
they knew from observations as to 
their position that while traveling 
east, the ice was drifting westward 
at an even greater rate. Their posi- 
tion Augr. 4, was 82:17 north, 22:03 
east, about 60 miles west of their 
starting point. 


After some 
conisderation they 


turned here and1 began a belated 
journey toward Seven islands, off 
Spitzbergen, 
where 
there 
were 


caches of food and suplies. Their 
own food was running out. They 
were on shortened'rations* and the 
outlook was pretty glum. They kill- 
ed some polar bears, which Andree 
calls "wandering meat shops of the 
Arctic," and which each successive 
kill the prospects 
of the 
party 


brightened. There "were days when 
no bears appeared and- the men went 
hungry. 


SCIENCE CAME FIRST 


' During all this travel Andree's 


interest as a scientist never flagged. 
Occassionally on the ice hummocks 
he would pick off specks of clay and 
bits of moss, which the^ ice had pick- 
ed up somewhere In the. course ot its 
wondering in the Arctic and he sav- 
ed some twenty of them, carrying 
them along when every,ounee'must 
have added to considerably to their 
burden. 
One of ^ the specimens so 


taken Andree dried by putting- next 
to his bare chest. It,was his idea 
that valuable information as to the 
ocean drifts might be" obtained from 
the samples. , 


As the party slowly approached the 


coast of Spitsbergen they were" given 
rest periods when from time to time 
It \would be necessary to load "their 
canvas boat and row for a while 
across the pools of fresh water or 
the open ocean between the ice floes. 
This they found infinitely 
preper- 


able to the long marches on the ice. 
Meanwhile they became much more 
skilful at obtaining food, and the 
dairy mentions that Frankel became 
adept at preparing a savory conco- 
tion_ known as a "blood pancake" 
which served them for bread-. String- 
berg's specialty was seaweed. 


With "arrival in the shallowed wa- 


ters north of Spitzbergen the drift 
changed and Andree realized it would 
be - impossible to reach Seven Is- 
lands. 
Between"" Sept." 12 and IT, 


the Ice on which they located drift- 
ed'100 kilometers in an east south- 
east direction and the coldr became 
more and more intense. 


"SOUGHT WINTER HOME 


Their decision then was to spend 


the whiter on a suitable "ice float" 
and they set to work building what 
they described as an "ice cot.'* On 
Sept. 17, they sighted 
Hvitvoen, 


which they called "Xew Iceland." It 
was the first laad they- had seen 
since July 11. The'nest day they 
killed their first seal, and; the next, 
day'three more and on Sept. 20 a 
bear. Andree estimated, that as a 
result of their good ".fortune there 
would be food to last until the next 
April. 


They constructed and moved into 


a little Ice cabin which they called 
"The Home." _, At this point, a sud- 
den and irreparable disaster over- 
took the,m. "The Ice floe on which 
they had- chosen to Jive cracked up 
with a thunderous roar and separat- 
ed their stores and supplies on small 
chunks of Ice.

Former Crop Will Average 


Only 25 Per Cent of Nor- 
mal Yield 


BY W. F. WINSEY 


Green Bay—An 
investigation of 


the late potato and late cabbage 
fields of Brown and Outagamie-cos 
this -week is the basis of estimating 
the average yield of late potatoes at 
25 per cent of normal and the yield 
of late cabbage at 30 per cent of 
normal. Instead of making- headway 
since the same estimates -were made 
by the -writer about two weeks ago 
both crops have lost ground. 


In a number of the late cabbage 


fields the stands are defective, the 
leaves and tiny heads are riddled 
with worms, and many of the heads 
are the size of a baseball or smaller. 
A large proportion of the 
outer 


wrappings of the heads are decayed 
as the combined effect of worms and 
the drouth. 
Many of the outer 


leaves of the plants are lying on the 
ground, between the^ rous. 
The 


worms have gone but the damage 
they did remains in the fields as 
do the unfavorable growing condi- 
tions introduced and sustained by 
the drouth. The hardiest heads m 
the fields have grown to good size 
despite the worms and drouth as if 
immune to both. Cabbage on low- 
lands in some cases escaped 
the 


worms and in all cases stood •. the 
drouth better than did" Jiighland cab- 
bage.

tion now than when two weeks ago,

CYCLICAL SLUMP 


NEARING END OF 


ITS FIRST PHAS! 


Period of Readjustment Ex- 


pected to Follow in Near 
Future

The cyclical depression in trade anc 
industry, which it is now definitelj 
known started in July of last year 
is nearing the end of its first phase 
during which the 
business 
curve 


moved persistently downward, and is 
about to enter the second period 
This will be one of readjustment to 
new price levels and other conditions 
to be followed by a final period of 
general resumption of activity pos 
sibly next fall. Such is the analysis 
of thoughtful Wall Street bankers 
who are not given to generatin; 
false optimism. 


One of their number who share: 


that view is Francis H. Sisson, vice 
president of the Guaranty Trust 
company, third largest bank in the 
United States. He said today that he 
perceives signs that the processes oi 
readjustment are making forward 
progress and cited specifically three 
developments tending to confirm the 
view that the cyclical movement has 
nearly passed its first stage. They 
are: 


HERB ARE REASONS 


'First, signs that commodity prices 


have found a bottom. 


Second, indications that consump- 


tion, long dammed up, is beginning 
to expand once more. 


Third, abundant and cheap money 


which, together with the strong bank 
credit position, is ready to help brsi- 
ness back on its feet. 


Elaborating his first reason for be- 


leving that the turn is near, Mr. Sis- 
son pointed to indices of commodity 
prices, both private and government, 
lending to show that the curve of 
:he line is straightening out. 


"It may be and probably is true," 


is said, "that certain commodities 
lave not yet found bottom but theie 
are signs of greater stability for com- 
modity prices as a whole. This ap- 
pears to Indicate that the readjust- 
ment between output and consump- 
tion is approaching its end. If the 
recent firmness continues it is rea- 
;onable to conclude that within the 
next few months a definite start to- 
wards higher levels of business ac- 
tivity will be witnessed. 


"Witb: restiect to consumption cer- 


tain favorable developments may be 
mentioned. 
This week announce- 


ment was made that Western Elec- 
tric company had bought sufficient 
copper ahead to supply its needs for 
four months. Evidently the company 
feels that copper is sufficiently cheap 
to justify belief that consumers who 
buy freely now will not lose, money. 


SEES TURNING POINT 


When big buyers assume that at- 


titude, commodity prices surely are 
at about the turning point. Another 
straw this week was the announce- 
ment by the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford railroad that it had 
placed an order for ten electric'loco- 
motives. Would that order have been 
placed if the New Haven executives 
had felt that they could do better by 
deferring the order? I think we shall 
see more such 
important buying 


soon. 


"As for bank credit and money, 


conditions never were more favor- 
able to aid business and industry. 
There need be no worry about the 
credit basis for the next forward 
movement. Money has piled up to 
such an~ extent and is so cheap that 
those who control it will not be sat- 
isfied with the low rates they receive 
on deposits. They will put it into 
bonds, as indeed they already are, 
and into other more productive chan- 
nels which will stimulate business." 


Mr. Sisson cautioned against pre- 


mature optimism. The processes of 
readjustment, he observed, do not 
move on schedule time nor does any- 
one know when they will be com- 
pleted. However, by next fall he be- 
lieves a recovery should be well un- 
der "way. 


The foreign situation Is a factor 


complicating the outlook. Owing to 
the world-wide character of the de- 
pression there can be no American 
revival without improvement abroad. 
Onr margin of profits at home de- 
pends on exports, in which there has 
been a 40 per cent drop. A gain of 
$38.000,000 during August indicates 
somewhat Increased foreign purchas- 
ing power.

each succeeding month the economic skies have been anxiously scanned 
for signs that the clouds are breaking. After long -waiting the first glim- 
merings of recovery are now beginning ta.appear. 


One'of the most convincing of these favorable indications is to be founc 


in the behavior of bond prices. It is true that the stock market has tendeo 
toward greater firmness since the first of August, but it is to the bond 
market that experienced observers have been looking for proof of a gen- 
uine return of confidence on the part of capital. Bond prices now are 
at the highest levels in two years. 


In the past, the return of such confidence has been an infallible sign 


that business revival, slow and gradual though it may be, is not far 
away. This was,! true after the panic in 1907 and again in 1921. It is not 
improbable that should the recent bond strength continue it will hold the 
same significance in 1930. 


As bond market activity grows there is an increase In the speed of 


capital circulation. 
More money becomes available for important con- 


struction projects and once construction starts to expand employment and 
purchasing power increases and the first definite step in recovery is then 
in the making. 


Already building is looking better. In the first week of September build- 


ing construction contracts in the United States made a notable gain. The 
record of one week, however, is insufficient to establish a trend. Another 
constructive bit of testimony is in the apparent halt in the decline of 
commodity prices which had fallen to the lowest levels in a decade. More- 
over, few depressions have lasted longer than 15 months. This one has 
already dragged out 13 months and at least some seasonal recovery this 
fall is probable.
